Inauguration  of  Dr.  Dallin  H.  Oaks 
eighth  president  of  BYTJ  will  be  held  Nov. 
12,  the  BYU  Board  of  Trustees  has 
enounced. 

The  formal  ceremonies  will  be  a 
plenary,  full-dress  University  convocation 
with  dignitaries  in  caps  and  gowns.  It  is 
scheduled  to  10  a.m.  in  the  George  Albert 
Smith  Fieldhouse,  to  be  followed  later  in 
the  day  by  a luncheon  and  reception. 

The  day’s  events  will  involve  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  faculty,  staff,  students, 
alumni,  honored  guests  and  special 
invited  representatives  from  colleges, 
universities  and  scholarly  societies  from 
United  States,  Great  Britain  and  Canada. 

Although  President  Oaks  assumed  his 
office  on  August  1,  the  traditional 
inauguration  ceremonies  were  scheduled 
for  the  Nov.  12  date  to  coincide  with 
Homecoming  activities  and  thus  provide 
opportunity  for  a greater  number  of 
alumni  to  attend. 

PRESIDENT  OAKS  joins  a line  of 
distinguished  educators  whose  history 
extends  back  nearly  a century.  The  first 
principal  of  Brigham  Young  Academy 


was  Warren  N.  Dusenberry  (1875-1876), 
followed  by  Karl  G.  Maeser  (1876-1892); 
Benjamin  Cluff  Jr.  (1892-1903)  who  was 
first  to  be  called  “president”  in  1895  and 
who  was  president  in  1903  when  the 
school  became  a university;  George  H. 
Brimhall  (1904-1921),  Fraiklin  S.  Harris 
(1921-1945);  Howard  S.  McDonald 
(1945-1949),  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
(1951-1971). 

There  have  been  several  acting 
presidents:  L.  John  Nuttall,  1926-1927, 
and  E.  H.  Holt,  1929,  during  the 
administration  of  Dr.  Harris;  Christen 
Jensen  between  the  McDonald  and 
WOkinson  administrations;  and  Earl  C. 
Crockett  in  1964  during  President 
Wilkinson’s  leave  to  run  for  the  U.S. 

PRESIDENT  OAKS  takes  over  the 
helm  of  the  University  at  a dramatic  time 
when  its  student  body  is  leveled  off  at 
25,000  after  20  years  of  expansion  in 
campus,  enrollment,  and  faculty  during 
the  Wilkinson  years.  It  is  the  largest 
church-related  university  in  United  States 
and  the  largest  private  university  on  a 


basis  of  full-time  students.  The  campus  is 
a showplace  in  the  state  of  Utah  and 
President  Oaks  has  pledged  to  carry  on 
the  high  standards  of  dress,  conduct  and 
scholarship. 

HE  WAS  INTRODUCED  to  the 

students  as  their  new  president  May  4 and 
took  office  on  Aug.  1 , leaving  a position 
as  professor  of  law  at  University  of 
Chicago,  where  he  also  had  served  as 
associate  dean  and  acting  dean  of  the  law 
school. 

A native  of  Provo,  he  graduated  from 
BYU  in  1954  and  received  the  doctor  of 
law  degree  in  1957  at  University  of 
Chicago  Law  School,  graduating  cum 
laude,  second  in  a class  of  86.  He  was 
named  to  the  order  of  the  Coif,  and  as  a 
student  was  editor-in-chief  of  the 
University  Law  Review. 

He  began  his  legal  career  as  law  clerk  to 
Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  Earl  Warren.  Later  he 
entered  private  law  practice  with  a 
Chicago  firm,  and  served  as  assistant 
states  attorney  of  Cook  County, 
prosecuting  criminal  cases.

BYU  ^tradition’  sparked 
by  Club  Carnival  ‘71 


Marry  in’  Sam,  along  with  plenty  of 
rings  and  marriage  licenses,  will  be  only 
one  attraction  of  the  Club  Carnival  ’71  to 
be  held  Oct.  8 and  9 from  6 to  12  p.m.  in 
the  ELWC  parking  lot. 

■ Other  features  will  include  booths 
ranging  from  back  rubs  to  eggs  throws, 
dunking  ponds,  kissing  booths,  greased 
pole  competition,  bucking  barrel  riding, 
and  lifting  a life  ballerina. 

According  to  Steve  Killpack,  vice 
president  of  Organizations,  the  carnival  is 
an  innovation  this  year,  but  will  probably 
continue  as  an  annual  BYU  tradition. 

Sponsored  jointly  through  the  ASBYU 
Social  and  Organizations  Offices,  the 
carnival  will  also  feature  dancing,  carnival 
rides,  and  live  entertainment  from  the 
Culture  Office. 

At  approximately  6 p.m.  both  evenings, 
a parachuting  demonstration  will  be  given 
by  the  BYU  Sport  Parachute  Club. 
Jumpers  representing  the  club  will  jump 
from  7,000  feet  and  demonstrate  an 
aerial  star  formation. 

According  to  Andrew  W.  Baggs, 


president,  the  formation  is  executed  by 
“holding  hands  in  a face-to-earth 
position.  This  is  a very  complicated 
maneuver,  requiring  great  skill  as  well  as 
mental  and  muscular  control,”  he  added. 

Aerial  maneuvers  will  be  discontinued 
by  3,000  feet  and  jumpers  will  separate 
and  open  parachutes  by  2,000  feet. 
Controlling  their  parachutes,  the  jumpers 
will  land  on  the  lawn  of  the  Wasatch 
School  just  across  900  East. 

According  to  Killpack,  the  carnival  is 
an  ASBYU  effort  to  provide  two  nights 
of  entertainment  in  which  the  entire 
student  body  can  participate. 

“I’ve  never  seen  so  much  enthusiasm,” 
Killpack  stated.  “We’re  going  to  have 
everything  from  Jewish  Bread  to  mini 
bikes.  And  that’s  just  the  way  we  hoped 
it  would  be.  We  wanted  to  produce  a 
carnival  that  the  whole  student  body 
could  attend . and  enjoy,  and  now  it’s  a 
reality.  Students  may  come  stag  or  drag, 
with  friends,  roommates,  ward  families, 
or  all  alone,  and  we’ll  guarantee  them  a 
good  time,”  he  added. 


U.  of  U.  professor  here 

Dr.  Henry  Eyring,  past  president  of  the 
American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science,  will  address  the 
BYU  student  body  today  at  the  Forum 
Assembly  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Fieldhouse. 

A world  famous  chemist  and  professor 
of  chemistry  and  metallurgy  at  the 
University  of  Utah,  Dr.  Eyring  has  served 
as  president  of  the  American  Chemical 
Society. 

Dr.  Eyring  is  noted  for  extensive 
research  on  radio-activity,  application  of 
quantum  mechanics  to  chemistry,  the 
theory  of  reaction  rates,  and  the  theory 
of  flames.  He  is  also  the  author  of 
numerous  books  and  articles  on  physical 
chemistry. 

Trained  at  the  University  of  Arizona, 
the  University  of  California,  and  the 
University  of  Berlin,  he  has  taught  at 
Princeton  University,  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  and  at  the  University  of 

California  in  addition  to  his  position  at  Dr.  Eyring

It’s  a lot 
nicer  living  in  the  dorms,  and  a lot 
less  restrictive.” 

“The  new  hours  probably  put 
more  responsibility  on  the 
students  and  they  can  accept  it,” 
stated  one  freshman  student.  “1 
don’t  think  there  will  be  any 
problems.” 

“The  dorm  hours  last  year  were 
ridiculous,’’  remarked  another 
coed  who  lived  in  Helaman  Halls 
last  year.  “You  had  to  get  special 
permission  to  stay  out  later  and 
some  things  weren’t  over  until 
late,  meaning  you’d  have  to  break 
your  neck  to  get  home  on  time.”

Bicycles  are  becoming  a real 
hazard  according  to  BYU  Security 
Chief  Swen  Nielsen. 

Nielsen  said  the  problems  arise 
when  students  fail  to  observe  the 
basic  safety  regulations  of  the 
university. 

The  primary  problem  is 
students  who  persist  in  riding 
their  bikes  on  the  campus  walks 
during  class  changes  reported 
Nielsen. 

He  stressed  that  if  it  continued 
students  would  be  injured. 

The  pamphlet  issued  by  the 
university  on  bike  regulations 
states  that  between  7 a.m.  and  6 
p.m.  bikes  may  be  ridden  on 
sidewalks  except  during  class 
breaks. 

It  also  states  that  it  is  illegal  to 
park  bikes  anywhere  except  bike 
racks.  Lt.  Robert  Kelshaw  of  BYU 
Security,  said  bikes  parked 
anywhere  but  in  the  racks  face 
having  their  chains  cut  and  being 
impounded. 

Also,  any  bicycle  that  is  not 
registered  with  Security  may  be 


impounded,  according  to  the 
booklet. 

Chief  Nielsen  admits  that  it  is 
hard  to  enforce  the  bike 
regulations  since  Security  just 
doesn’t  have  enough  manpower. 
He  hopes  that  the  students 
themselves  will  act  as  the 
enforcement.

Nixon  to  give 
freeze  pep  talk 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
President  Nixon  will  go  on 
television  and  radio  at  7:30  p.m. 
EDT  to  tell  the  nation  what 
economic  controls  will  replace  the 
wage-price  freeze  expiring  Nov. 

13. 

Although  details  of  Nixon’s 
long-awaited  “Phase  11”  plans  to 
control  inflation  and  stimulate  the 
economy  were  not  disclosed,  they 
were  widely  expected  to  provide 
for  limited  wage  and  price 
increases  pegged  to  productivity 
and  the  cost  of  living. 

White  House  Press  Secretary 
Ronald  Ziegler  said  only  that  the 
speech,  to  be  delivered  from 
Nixon’s  oval  office,  will  “describe 
what  further  steps  will  be  taken  to 
stabilize  the  economy.” 

The  President  worked  on  his 
speech  Wednesday  in  his  private 
office  in  the  Executive  Office 
Building  adjacent  to  the  White 
House  after  studying 
recommendations  of  the  Cost  of 
Living  Council  during  the 
weekend  and  consulting  Tuesday 
with  Treasury  Secretary  John  B. 
Connally  and  his  budget  director, 
George  P.  Shultz. 

The  House  meanwhile  shouted 
approval  of  Nixon’s  tax  cut 
proposals— totaling  $15.4  billion 
in  the  next  three  years— and  sent 
them  to  the  Senate,  where 
hearings  will  start  Thursday.

Freshmen  go  to  the  polls  today  and 
tomorrow  to  elect  class  officers.  We  hope 
they  will  out-do  their  slim  12  per  cent 
turnout  in  the  primaries.  If  they  don’t, 
we  can’t  blame  disinterested  class 
members  entirely,  but  partially  an 
apathetic  ASBYU  President’s  office 
which  shrugged  the  poor  turnout  as  “just 
about  typical.” 

This  year’s  freshmen  elections  are  being 
held  exactly  one  month  earlier  than  last 
year.  We  agree,  the  class  ought  to  be 
organized  quickly,  but  not  before  the 
elections  committee  is  ready  to  handle  it. 

Since  a permanent  elections  committee 
was  not  appointed  in  time  for  the 
“stepped  up”  class  elections,  ASBYU 
President  Reed  Wilcox’  executive 


assistant.  Grant  Bybee,  was  named  to  fill 
the  post-just  for  this  election. 

Bybee  and  the  freshman  class  advisor 
worked  alone  in  arranging  the  elections. 
And  when  the  voting  booths  could  not  be 
placed  in  the  ELWC  Reception  Center  as 
planned,  the  10  machines  were  tucked 
away  in  the  hallway  leading  to  the 
ballroom,  with  little  to  guide  freshmen  to 
the  new  location.  We  agree  with  Wilcox 
that  it  is  not  the  Elections  Committee’s 
(if  there  was  one)  responsibility  to  spark 
voter  enthusiasm,  but  showing  disinterest 
is  taking  the  other  extreme. 

We  are  confident  that  neither  student 
government  disinterest  nor  hurried 
preparations  will  be  evident  in  future 
elections.  We’re  only  sorry  that  it’s  “just 
a typical”  turnout  that  elects  a man  with 
a vote  in  the  Executive  Council  equal  to 
any  other  student  body  officer. 


The  American  revolutionary

John  Stuart  Mill  once  said,  to 
paraphrase  him,  that  groups  who 
militantly  oppose  the  established  order  of 
things  tend  to  be  proved  right  by  history 
in  what  they  are  against,  but  wrong  in 
what  they  are  for.  Is  that  true  of  the 
would  be  revolutionary  of  1971? 

Mill’s  statement  was  made  to  what  is 
how  a past  century,  but  being  a scholar  of 
politics  Mill  always  sought  the  universal 
principle  behind  any  given  set  of 
particular  circumstances. 

If  what  Mill  says  is  true,  then  the 
militants  of  American  universities  bent  on 
achieving  utopia  through  revolutionary 
violence  in  this  country  must  be  living  in 
the  present  and  future  because  they 
certainly  aren’t  students  of  the  past. 
History  bares  out  Mill’s  statement. 

Historically,  it  is  almost  axiomatic  that 
all  successful  revolutions  bent  on 
changing  the  ills  of  society  through 
violent  revolutionary  means  end  up 
producing  more  oppressive  societies  than 
the  ones  they  replaced. 

The  two  classic  examples  since  the 


Renaissance  have  been  the  French 
Revolution  of  the  late  eighteenth  century 
culminating  in  the  dictatorship  of 
Napoleon  and  the  Russian  Revolution  of 
this  century  resulting  in  the  life  and  death 
control  of  Stalin  over  every  phase  of 
Russian  existence. 

THE  RUSSIAN  REVOLUTION 
erupted  into  bloody  violence  to  remove 
that  society  of  three  legal  classes 
consisting  of  nobles,  clergy,  and 
pheasants.  As  Mill  points  out,  the  cause 
was  righteous,  but  the  result  was 
disasterous. 

It  was  the  inequality  of  legal  social 
position  in  France  that  prompted  Thomas 
Jefferson  to  write  “all  men  are  created 
equal”  before  the  law. 


THE  RUSSIAN  REVOLUTION  was 
not  originally  a Communist  movement, 
but  was  a popular  uprising  like  the 
French  Revolution  against  the  oppression 
of  a corrupt  system.  However  in  a coup 
nine  months  later  the  Communists  took 
power  and  ruled  with  an  iron  hand  that 
the  provisional  government  lacked. 
History  is  replete  with  exaniples  that 
show  it  is  in  the  nature  of  violent 
revolution  itself  that  peopldesiring 
freedom  end  up  choosing  tyranny  over 
chaos. 

That  brings  up  to  the  present  where  in 
the  last  few  years  there  has  been  an 
attempt  to  confuse  the  naive  college 
student  in  America  by  telling  him  that 
things  will  be  better  in  America  after  the 
revolution.  The  slogan  is  “power  to  the 
people,  equality  for  all.” 

This  propaganda  attempt  is  to  make  a 
cortiparison  of  the  present  day 
revolutionary  with  the  founding  fathers 
and  point  out  that  America  was  founded 
on  revolution. 

This  looks  good  on  the  surface,  but  like 
so  many  propaganda  lies  from  the  far  left 
it  has  a semblance  of  truth  but  falls  apart 
under  close  scrutiny. 

THE  PREMISE  of  similarity  is  false 
because  any  revolution  in  1971  would 
have  to  change  what  is.  The  revolution  of 
1776  was  not  fought  to  change  America, 
but  rather  to  conserve  the  America  that 
already  was. 

Revolutions  fought  to  change  society  in 


a single  stroke  of  violence  always  fail  to 
produce  freedom. 

THE  REVOLUTION  OF  1776  differs 
radically  from  both  the  French  and 
Russian  revolutions  because  the  English, 
an  ocean  away,  wanted  to  change 
America  back  from  its  state  of  acquired 
freedom  to  its  previous  state  of  colonial 
obedience. 

The  American  revolutionary  of  1776 
fought  not  to  force  his  neighbor  to  obey 
some  new  order  but  so  he  could  continue 
ordering  his  life  like  he  already 
was.  Primarily,  Americans  did  not  fight 
Americans,  but  Americans  fought 
Englishmen  and  hired  Hessians. 
Frenchmen  put  each  other  to  the 
guillotine  and  Russians  slaughtered  each 
other  during  the  civil  war  of  red  and 
white. 

The  point  is  that  revolution  in  1971 
would  not  be  similar  to  the  revolution  of 
1776  because,  while  the  revolution  of 
yesteryear  fought  to  keep  freedom,  a 
revolution  now  could  only  produce 


repression  and  loss  of  existing'  freedomno 
matter  which  side  won.  Everybody  is  a 
loser. 

THE  REVOLUTIONARY  of  1776  was 
a scholarly  gentleman,  a student  of 
history,  and  he  knew  what  he  was  doing 
when  he  accepted  revolt  as  the  last 
recourse. 

The  revolutionary  of  today  is  an 
idealistic  college  student,  ignorant  of  the 
lessons  of  history  and  blind  to  the 
historical  fact,  I might  add,  that  the  early 
leaders  of  successful  revolutions  such  as 
the  French  and  Russian  tend  to 
eventually  get  purged  themselves. 

Ask  the  leaders  of  the  Communist 
Revolution  . . . that  is,  if  you  can  find 
any  left  after  Stalin’s  purge  of  the 
thirties.  Ask  Robespierre  who  headed  the 
Conimittee  of  Public  Safety  in  France 
during  the  Reign  of  Terror. 

In  short,  the  would-be  revolutionary 
leader  of  1971  should  be  aware  that  it  is 
not  the  “establishment”  that  will  get  him, 
but  in  all  probability  his  own  followers 
who  will  eventually  purge  him. 
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Emperor’s  new  clothes

Recently,  Vice-President  Spiro  T. 
Agnew  (Ted,  as  he  was  known  while 
serving  as  Maryland’s  Governor) 
addressed  a convention  of  many  of  the 
Nation’s  police  chiefs  in  Anaheim, 
California!  From  the  shadow  of 
Disneyland,  he  again  struck  out  at  the 
liberal  press,  this  time  criticizing  it  for 
portraying  “criminals  as  heroes”  in  its 
coverage  of  recent  prison  revolts. 
Expanding  his  target  to  cover  the 
reporting  of  lawless  behavior  in  general, 
Agnew  asked,  “How  many  murderers, 
robbers,  burglars  and  rapists  became 
known  to  the  public  by  affectionate 
nicknames  and  the  awed  recital  by  the 
liberal  press  of  their  organizational  or 
oratorical  ability?” 

As  often  is  the  case  after  reading  a Ted 
Agnewism,  the  nostalgic  return  to  the 
simplicity  of  childhood  is  inevitable.  How 
it  makes  one  long  for  the  day  when  bad 
guys  wore  black  hats  and  the  town 
marshall  was  loved  and  respected.  Today 
its  difficult  to  tell  the  “good  guys”  from 
the  “bad  guys”  without  a scorecard.  They 
defy  such  a classification. 

Honesty  exposes  truth 

In  the  midst  of  our  reminiscences, 
another  childhood  fairy  tale  comes  to 
mind.  We  all  remember  the  story  of  the 
Emperor  who  desired  a new  set  of 
threads.  We  remember,  too,  the  cunning 
tailor  who  convinced  him  of  the  existence 
of  a suit,  having  substance  only  in  its 
maker’s  mind.  None  of  his  courtiers  dared 
tell  the  Emperor  that  his  new  set  of 
finery  was  a hoax.  AH  nodded  their 
dumb,  obsequious  approval  and 
admiration.  It  took  the  simple  honesty  of 
a child,  oblivious  to  the  weight  of  public 
opinion,  to  expose  the  truth.  Today  the 
world  is  in  need  of  a child’s  honesty. 

In  our  modern  society  only  the  actors 
have  changed.  That  famous  tailor,  radical 
chic,  weaves  a cloak  of  respectability 
about  the  unsavory  skeleton  of  crime. 
Members  of  the  press,  fearful  of  violating 
the  sacred  laws  of  liberal  objectivity, 
zealously  trample  morality  under  foot  in 
their  rush  to  cannonize  “amerika’s”  latest 
“political  prisoner.” 

Today’s  youngsters  can  identify  with 
such  folk  heroes  as  Angela  Davis,  an 
avowed  enemy  of  our  way  of  life. 

George  Jackson’s  body 

The  tailor  would  have  us  see  a shroud 
of  moral  virtue  draped  about  George 
Jackson’s  body.  Tom  Wicker  describes 


this  poor,  misguided  product  of  our 
corrupt  society  as,  “George  Jackson, 
sentenced  at  19  to  one  year  to  life  for 
confessing  to  a $70  robbery  ...”  How 
cruel  it  is  to  sentence  such  a young  lad  to 
such  an  excessive  sentence  for  one  little 
mistake.  Conspicuous  by  its  absence  is 
any  allusion  to  the  long,  seedy  record  this 
“young  lad”  compiled  in  such  a short 
period. 

With  the  help  of  William  F.  Buckley 
and  the  L,A.  Times  we  can  chronicle  a 
part  of  this  record.  At  age  15  (with 
dimensions  of  6 feet , almost  200  pounds) 
Jackson  was  arrested  for  motorcycle 
theft.  Three  months  later  he  was  caught 
by  police  after  breaking  a skylight 
(undoubtedly  to  retrieve  an  errant 
baseball)  and  was  wounded  by  police 
gunfire  when  he  refused  to  surrender. 

Later,  when  angered  by  an  employeer, 
he  slashed  seats  of  a bus  and,  when 
confronted,  assaulted  his  boss  with  a 
knife.  The  infamous  $70  heist  was  carried 
out  with  the  aid  of  a lethal  weapon.  Are 
we  to  infer  that  the  penalty  would  have 
been  more  just  had  he  netted  $7000  or 
$70,000  through  his  efforts?  Jackson  did 
not  intend  to  steal  as  Robin  Hood  was 
refuted  to  have  done.  He  wanted  all  the 
money  which  that  station  had.  That  there 
was  but  $70  in  the  till  was  not  of  his 
design. 

Agnew  to  be  congratulated 

In  prison  he  was  eligible  for  parole  at 
the  end  of  each  year  in  confinement. 
Repeated  disciplinary  violations 
precluded  his  receiving  parole.  Was  he 
discriminated  against  in  this  regard?  It  is 
doubtful.  From  the  day  he  entered  the 
California  prison  system,  47  violations 
were  reported.  These  included  the 
stabbing  of  a fellow  prisoner,  the  assault 
of  a guard  who  gave  an  order  he  did  not 
like,  and  the  alleged  participation  in  the 
beating  of  a guard  resulting  in  the  guard’s 
death. 

If  George  Jackson  was  guiltless,  who 
bore  the  burden  of  guilt?  The  San 
Quentin  guards  who  had  their  throats 
slashed  in  his  escape  attempt?  The  lack  of 
public  outcry  at  their  deaths  is  appalling. 

The  propensity  to  praise  perverted  and 
malicious  criminals  must  cease.  The  tailor 
must  be  put  out  of  business.  Is  Agnew  the 
honest,  child-like  voice  crying,  “the 
Emperor  is  naked?”  He  is  to  be 
congratulated.  Even  so,  will  anyone  heed 
it? 


China  peeks  at  U.S.

Meanwhile,  we  are  told,  the 
establishment  of  diplomatic  relations 
with  Canada  has  given  the  Chinese  a 
similar  close  up  of  the  lUnited  States.  The 
Chinese  Embassy  at  Ottawa  is  reported  to 
be  teeming  with  American-watchers  who 
spend  their  time  puzzling  over 
developments  in  the  U.S.A. 

Chinese  Dispatches 

I don’t  know  whether  the 
America-watchers  are  any  better  at  their 
trade  than  the  China-watchers.  But 
assuming  the  level  of  proficiency  is  about 


the  same,  Chinese  news  dispatches  out  of 
Ottawa  must  read  something  like  this: 
OTTAWA  — Something  unusual  appears 
to  have  happened,  to  be  happening,  or  to 
be  about  to  happen  in  the  United  States, 
veteran  America-watchers  here  reported 
today.  While  they  could  not  pinpoint  the 
exact  nature  of  the  apparent  occurence. 
Eastern  diplomats  noted  that  the  Nixon 
administration  is  playing  down  this  year’s 
celebration  of  National  Macaroni  Week 
Oct.  7-16. 

This  traditional  observance,  which 
actually  covers  a period  of  10  days,  is  the 
time  when  Americans  “pay  tribute  to 
elbow  macaroni,  spaghetti,  egg  noodles 
and  other  macaroni  shapes  and  sizes. 

Although  the  macaroni  festivities  are 
scheduled  to  begin  tomorrow,  there  has 
been  no  public  announcement  that 
President  Nixon  planned  to  participate. 
Neither  has  there  been  any 
announcement  that  Nixon  didn’t  plan  to 
participate.

If  you 
didn’t  list  your  telephone  number 
then,  call  us  and  we  will  list  it 
now.” 

The  Information  Service 
operators  are  prepared  to  answer 
almost  any  question  about  what’s 
happening  on  campus  skillfully 
coordinating  their  activities  index 
and  student  lists  with  a bulletin 
board  full  of  newspaper  clippings 
and  other  notices. 

‘‘We’re  set  up  for  general 


information  ” said  Bascom.  “If 
someone  needs  to  know 
something  we  will  try  to  find  it 
out.  We  try  to  anticipate 
questions  and  have  the  answers 
before  the  questions  are  asked.” 

Mrs.  Evertsen  commented, 
“You  can  also  get  student  activity 
information  by  calling  375-3311. 
A recorded  message  will  relate 
that  day’s  activities,  such  as  the 
time  of  the  current  play  or 
movie.” 

“By  calling  the  Student  Activity 
Information,  some  of  our  lines 
can  be  freed.  This  is  important 
because  of  the  tremendous 
volume  of  calls  we  receive  each 
day.”

Mao  invited  U.S.  tennis  team  to  China  to  thaw  relations 


PEKING  (UPI)  -Premier  Cho 
En-lai  told  about  60  Americans 
that  Chinese  Communist  party 
Chairman  Mao  Tse-tung  himself 
made  the  decision  to  invite  the 
U.S.  table  tennis  team  to  China, 
starting  a thaw  in 
Peking-Washington  relations. 

Chou  met  with  what  Chinese 
officials  said  was  every  American 
living  in  or  visiting  mainland 
China  in  the  Great  Hall  of  the 
People,  the  same  room  where  he 
received  the  American  players  last 
spring. 

Chou’s  talk  to  the  group  who 


included  visiting  Black  Panther 
leader  Huey  P.  Newton  and 
former  U.S.  State  Department 
official  John  Service,  was  a 
free-wheeling  discourse  on  China’s 
foreign  policy.  He  did  not  refer  to 
the  current  internal  situation 
which  has  been  the  subject  of 
considerable  speculation  abroad. 

During  the  two-hour  meeting 
Chou  said : 

“China  agrees  with  President 
Nixon  that  this  is  now  an  era  of 
negotiations,  but  Chinese  leaders 
also  believe  that  if  necessary  it  is 
an  era  of  armed  struggle.

Keep  Open  Mind 
China  is  willing  to  negotiate  its 
border  dispute  with  Russia,  using 
the  19th  century  territorial 
treaties  as  the  basis  for  talks. 

China  is  keeping  an  open  mind 
on  Nixon’s  visit:  “It  is  all  right  if 
the  talks  succeed  and  it  is  all  right 
if  the  talks  fad.” 

No  matter  how  far  negotiations 
go,  China  will  never  let  her  guard 
down  and  stop  preparing  for  war. 

Chou  said  the  decision  to  invite 
the  U.S.  table  tennis  team  was 
made  by  Mao  at  a time  when  the 
attitude  of  the  ministry  of  foreign 
affairs  and  the  U.S,  State 
Department  was  to  wait  for  a 
while.  He  said  he  was  looking  over 


BUFFALO,  N.Y.  (UPI)  -A 
federal  judge  said  Wednesday 
there  was  no  reason  to  issue  a 
temporary  injunction  barring 
Attica  Prison  officials  and  guards 
from  physically  abusing  inmates.

Curtin,  who  reviewed  testimony 
from  prisoners  and  Attica  officals 
during  three  days  of  hearings  in 
the  case  said  “most  of  the  alleged 
acts  of  abuse  and  harassment 
occured  on  Sept.  13  during  the 
retaking  of  the  prison  by  state 
police  or  in  the  hours  shortly 
thereafter.” 

Curtin  also  noted  Gov.  Nelson 
A.  Rockefeller  already  has  taken 
steps  to  obtain  federal  monitoring 
of  the  prison  to  assure  civil  rights 
of  the  prisoners  are  protected.

18  holes  meander  around  the  base  of  the  Wasatch  Mountains.  Its 
natural  landscaping  includes  rivers  lakes  and  pine  trees. 

As  one  golfer  observed;  “You  can  play  bad  golf  here  and  still  enjoy 
yourself,  it’s  such  a relaxing  atmosphere.’’ 

Many  duffers  have  tested  the  Wasatch  links  in  the  five  years  it  has 
been  in  existence.  In  the  peak  of  the  golfing  season  a starting  time  at 
Wasatch  is  about  as  valuable  as  a box  seat  to  the  finals  of  the  World 
Series.  As  Jack  Lannan,  starter  at  the  course,  explained,  “We  start 
taking  reservations  at  8 a.m.  on  Monday  morning  for  each  week.  By 
nine  they  are  all  gone.” 

Head  pro  at  the  course  is  Lanny  Nielsen.  And,  you  guessed  it,  he’s  a 
former  BYU  golf  team  member.  Seems  like  all  the  golfers  around  here 
are.  Nielsen  spent  some  time  on  the  PGA  tour  before  taking  over  the 
reigns  of  the  state  park  course.  He  is  ably  assisted  by  Dave  Densley  and 
Gordon  Lucas. 

The  Wasatch  Course  provides  a teal  test  for  any  golfer.  For  a public 
course,  it  is  extremely  tough.  From  the  championship  tees  it  measures 
7,000  yards.  Regular  tees  covet  6,370  yards.  The  course  ratings  include 
70.5,  championship  and  68,  regular.  That  ranks  with  any  of  the  country 
clubs  18s  in  the  state. 

Why  is  the  Wasatch  course  such  a success?  Lannan  reasoned  it  is 
because  of  it’s  natural  beauty  and  good  conditions.  The  biggest  share  of 
the  golfers  that  play  the  course  come  from  Provo  and  Salt  Lake.  In  the 
summer  it  is  a little  cooler  than  the  valleys.  Also,  there  is  a trailer  camp 
with  complete  facilities  located  in  the  state  park  right  next  to  the  golf 
course.  Matty  recreationists  spend  a week  or  so  there  just  golfing  and 
relaxing. 

Besides  receiving  heavy  play  from  the  public  the  Wasatc  links  are  used 
very  often  for  tournament  play.  Recently  the  Utah  State  tourney 
pitting  the  ten  top  amateurs  against  the  ten  top  pros  in  the  state  was 
held  there. 

Plans  have  been  made  to  alleviate  the  crowded  conditions  at  the 
course.  New  seed  has  already  been  planted  and  an  additional  nine  holes 
should  be  ready  for  play  by  next  August  according  to  Lannan. 

So,  if  you  don’t  mind  losing  a ball  or  two  to  the  mountains  or  lakes 
at  Wasatch,  grab  your  clubs  before  the  winter  sets  in  and  take  a relaxing 
break  from  the  books.  The  green  fees  are  a mere  $1.50  on  weekdays. 
Enjoy  yourself,  you  don’t  even  need  to  keep  score

The  Cougars  remember  well

“With  the  acquisition  of  Jimmy 
Jones,  from  the  Memphis  Pro’s,  I 
feel  that  if  we  played  Milwaukee 
ten  times  we  could  beat  them 
four,”  said  Stars  assistant  coach 
Larry  Creger  after  the 
Utah-Milwaukee  game. 

In  losing  to  the  Bucks  122-114, 
the  Stars  found  out  that  they 
could  match  the  speed  of  the 
Milwaukee  club  and  the  shooting, 
but  in  the  rebounding 
department,  the  Stars  lagged. 

Milwaukee’s  Kareem  Jabbar  had 
himself  a fieldgoal  day  (16)  at 
the  expense  of  Utah’s  Zelmo 
Beaty.  Jabbar  was  unstoppable 
under  the  basket  with  his  stuff 
shot  and  five-foot  hook.  In 
addition  to  leading  all  players  in 


scoring,  36  points,  Jabbar  also 
pulled  down  16  rebounds. 

The  Stars,  after  overcoming  a 
shaky  start,  came  back  like 
“gangbusters”  on  the  precision 
shooting  of  Beaty  to  take  a 31-28 
first  -quarter  lead  over  the 
somewhat  surprised  Bucks. 

However,  Milwaukee  found  its 
composure  in  the  second  quarter 
and  outscored  the  Stars  36-26,  to 
take  a 64-57  lead  into  the 
locker-room  at  halftime. 

Utah  cut  into  the  Milwaukee 
lead  in  the  second  half  mainly  on 
three-point  baskets  by  guard  Glen 
Combs.  It  was  Combs  who  kept 
the  Stars  close  by  hitting  five  of 
six  “bombs”  in  the  second  half. 

With  the  score  114-112  in  favor 
of  Milwaukee  and  with  only  two 
minutes  of  playing  time  left,  the 
sellout  crowd  of  12,653  urging 
them  on,  the  Stars  tried 
desperately  to  catch  the  Bucks. 
But  two  clutch  baskets,  one  by 
Oscar  Robertson  and  the  other  by 
Jon  McGlocklin  preserved  the 
Bucks  victory.

The  analogy  to  ice  might  not  be 
precise,  since  the  artificial  turf 
reached  a temperature  of  112 
degrees  during  the  game,  but  it 
was  slippery  enough  to  be  a factor 
in  the  14-10  Jet  win.  The  films  of 
the  game  reviewed  Tuesday 
showed  players  slipped  and  slid  59 
times  on  the  big  rug.

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Ruled  out  black  runningmate 


Black  leaders  prepared  to  fight  Muskie  nomination,  says  attorney 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  -An 
influential  Negro  Democrat  told 
Sen.  Edmund  Muskie  this  week  to 
“remedy  the  harm”  he  did  by 
ruling  out  a black  runningmate  or 
face  “severe  and  sustained”  black 
opposition  to  his  presidential 
hopes. 

Hobart  Taylor  Jr.,  a Washington 
attorney  and  member  of  the 
Democratic  National  Committee’s 
Finance  Council,  issued  a 
statement  warning  Muskie  that 
black  leaders  are  prepared  to  fight 
his  nomination  “and  if  need 
be  ...  his  election”  unless  the 
Maine  Democrat  acts  to  rectify 
the  situation. 

Taylor  declined  to  identify  the 
“large  number  of  prominent  black 
Americans”  he  was  speaking  for 
or  to  say  whether  they  wanted 
Muskie  to  recant  his  recent 
statement  that  a black  vice 
presidential  candidate  was 
“unelectable.” 

While  deplorable,  Muskie  told  a 
closed  meeting  with  black  leaders 
in  Los  Angeles  that  it  was  a 
regrettable  fact  of  political  life 
that  a white  candidate  for 
president  could  not  win  with  a 
black  for  his  running  mate. 

Taylor  said  he  had  not  spoken 
to  Muskie  about  the  matter,  but 
had  sent  him  a copy  of  the 
statement  he  released  recently. 

A former  White  House  counsel 
during  the  Kennedy  and  Johnson 
administrations  and  former 
director  of  the  Export-Import 

Gun  sales 
puzzling 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  -A 
Justice  Department  offical  told 
Congress  recently  that 
administration  hopes  to  propose 
legislation  soon  that  would  outlaw 
the  sale  of  “Saturday  night 
special”  handguns,  but  that  it  was 
troubled  by  the  technical  problem 
of  classifying  such  weapons. 

Donald  E.  Santarelli,  associate 
deputy  attorney  general,  testified 
before  the  Senate  juvenile 
delinquency  subcommittee,  which 
is  holding  hearings  on  a bill 
sponsored  by  its  chairman.  Sen. 
Birch  Bayh,  D-lnd.,  to  prohibit 
the  sale  of  the  cheap,  low-quality 
guns. 

Santarelli  said  he  hoped  the 
administration  could  produce  its 
own  bill  “in  as  little  as  45  days 
from  now,”  but  that  it  was  being 
delayed  by  the  necessity  of 
defining  the  weapons  in  terms  of 
caliber,  size,  safety  and  the 
purpose  for  which  they  are  used. 

As  a lawyer,  Bayh  said  he  could 
appreciate  such  technical 
problems.  “But  I have  the  feeling 
the  technology  could  be  worked 
out  in  a month’s  time.” 

Bayh’s  bill  would  amend  the 
1968  Gun  Control  Act  to,  in 
effect,  make  it  illegal  to  sell  guns 
that  did  not  meet  the  standards 
set  forth  for  imported  handguns. 

The  Gun  Control  Act  prohibits 
the  import  of  Saturday  night 
specials,  but  it  does  not  prohibit 
the  importation  of  parts  for  such 
weapons,  which  may  be  purchased 
by  U.S.  companies  and  assembled 
legally  in  this  country. 

Saturday  night,  specialsare 
low-quality  pistols  and  revolvers 
with  no  sporting  uses  which  are 
customarily  used  in  street  crime 
and  freely  passed  from  criminal  to 
criminal  because  of  their  cheap 
prices.  Sportmen’s  organization, 
which  have  opposed  many  gun 
control  proposals,  generally 
support  a prohibition  of  Saturday 
night  specials. 


Bank,  Taylor  characterized  the 
leaders  as  60  or  70 
people  . . . very  much  of  the 
political  leadership”  of  the 


national  black  community.  He 
said  there  was  no  formal  group 
formed  to  oppose  Muskie’s  still 
unannounced  candidacy  for  the 


Democratic  presidential 
nomination.

In  his  statement,  Taylor 


pointedly  reminded  Muskie  that 
the  Democrats  get  overwhelming 
black  voter  support.

Rock  considered  ‘senseless  bleating’

MOSCOW  (UPI)  - Dig  this: 

' Soviet  dialecticians  have  taken 
mother  squint  at  Western  pop 
*music  through  the  ideological 
monocle  and  decided  the  Beatles 
were  dandy  proletarian  musicians 
after  all. 

“These  four  young  Liverpool 
workers  created  their  own  musical 
style  and  defended  their  social 
origins  in  their  songs  ” says  the 
new  critique 

But  the  Soviets  still  say  Elvis 
Presley  should  be  locked  up  in 
Heartbreak  Hotel  without  his 
iguitar.  They  hold  to  their  stern 
■view  that  basic  rock  is  “senseless 
bleating,  ya  ya  and  Yeh-yeh-yeh,” 
and  Elvis  is  “king  of  the  musical 
hooligans.” 

As  for  Yves  Montand,  he  has 
been  stricken  from  the  ideological 
hit  parade. “He  was  great  when  he 
itook  the  Soviet  Union  by  storm  in 


1956,  the  review  says,  but  then  he 
fell  into  bad  bourgeois  company 
and  abandoned  his  early 
progressiveness.” 

These  new  cultural  ratings 
appeared  in  a recent  in-depth  scan 
of  the  Western  pop  scene  by 
“New  Times”  magazine,  an 
influential  journal  that  normally 
analyzes  the  treacheries  of  the 
imperialists  in  Indochina,  the 
Middle  East,  the  monetary 
exchanges,  and  elsewhere. 

Bear  in  mind,  from  the 
viewpoint  of  the  Soviet  consumer 
these  pronouncements  on  who  is 
in  and  who  is  out  are  all  words 
and  no  music. 

The  shops  still  do  not  sell  the 
record  albums  of  Western  pop 
singers  such  as  the  defunct  Beaties 
or  Montand,  although  Russians 
can  now  hear  them  occasionally 
on  the  radio  and  can  buy  them  at 
outrageous  prices  on  the  black 


market  — Creedence  Clearwater 
Revival  and  Crosby,  Stills,  Nash 
and  Young  recordings  sell  for  up 
to  $88. 

Someone  has  decided  the 
musical-political  merit  of  the 
songs  and  the  Musicians  is  now  a 
fit  topic  for  serious  discussion  by 
Marxist-L e ninist  gentlemen— an 
ideological  shift  that  probably 
stems  from  the  approval  Soviet 
propagandists  have  been  lavishing 
upon  the  youthful  protest 
movements  of  America  and 
Britain. 

New  Times  made  clear  it  is 
politics  that  makes  sweet  music 
and  it  set  a proper  Socialist  realist 
condition  for  approval:  ‘what  is  a 
song?”  it  asked. 

“A  song  has  always  had  a public 
spirit  to  it,  helping  a man  to  work, 
rest  struggle  create  . . . 

“Since  ancient  times  a song  has 
always  been  linked  to  politics.”

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Chinese  children  taught  to  hate 


HONOLULU  (UPI)  - An  Asian 
scholar  said  (recently)  that  an 
ominous  aspect  of  the 
development  of  mainland  China  is 
that  Chinese  children  are  being 
taught  to  “hate  designated 
enemies”  and  to  glorify  “just” 
wars. 

Dr.  Robert  A.  Scalapino,  in  an 
address  to  the  1971  United.  Press 
International  Conference  of 
Editors  and  Publishers  EDICON 
also  said  these  children  are  being 
taught  to  accept  violence  as  the 
most  probable  method  of 
resolving  fundamental  differences. 

Scalapino,  professor  of  political 
science  at  the  University  of 
California,  Berkeley,  prepared  his 
remarks  for  a panel  discussion  of 
China. 

SPEAKING  ON  the  precept 
that  violence  can  be  justified, 
Scalapino  said; 

“In  many  respects,  it  is  this 
latter  element  within 
nationalism  — combined  with  a 
deeply  entrenched  xenophobia 
that  bears  watching  with  respect 
to  China,  not  her  communism  per 
se. 

The  aggressive,  expansionist 
potential  in  this  element  has  been 
contained  to  date  by  China’s  basic 
weaknesses  and  her  necessary 
preoccupation  with  internal 
t a sk s - t o ge t he r with  the 
political-military  equilibrium  that 
has  prevailed  in  East  Asia. 

It  may  be  contained  in  the 
future  as  well  by  these  factors  and 
the  complexities  which  ensue 
from  theChinesePeople’s  Republic 
CPR  participation  in  the 
international  community.” 

SCALAPINO,  WHO  has  served 
as  a State  Department  consultant, 
said  the  leaders  of  mainland  China 
appear  determined  to  acquire 
modern  military  power. 

‘Tf  we  may  trust  trained 
observers  such  as  the  British 
Institute  of  Strategic  Studies,  the 
Chinese  currently  have  some  three 
million  men  under  arms— some 
2800  military  aircraft,  40  diesel 
powered  submarines  and  about  20 
operational  ballistic  missiles,”  he 
said.  “They  reportedly  have 
constructed  their  first  jet  fighter 
of  Chinese  design  in  the  past  year, 
have  their  first  nuclear  powered 
submarine  under  construction, 
and  are  working  full  speed  upon 
increasing  their  nuclear  weapons 
arsenal.” 

SCALAPINO  SAID  that  from 
the  American  viewpoint,  some 

Veterans  get 
checks  early 

Two  million  veterans  and 
servicemen  expected  to  enroll 
under  the  G.I.  Bill  this  fiscal  year 
will  get  their  first  monthly  checks 
sooner  under  a Veteran’s 
Administration  “package”  plan. 

The  agency  said  the  plan  will 
reduce  delays  due  to  the  school  or 
individual  failing  to  send  it 
required  information  by  providing 
at  one  time  all  the  information 
needed  to  pay  education 
allowances. 

Instructions  on  this  plan,  which 
has  been  tested  successfully  in  the 
agency’s  PREP  program  (for 
military  personnel),  are  being  sent 
to  VA  field  offices,  it  was  pointed 
out. 

The  plan  calls  for  a veteran  to 
submit  a copy  of  his  separation 
document,  proof  of  dependency, 
and  application  for  education 
benefits  to  VA  at  the  same  time, 
prior  to  enrollment.  Forms  for 
this  information  are  available  at 
all  VA  offices. 


political  interaction  with  the 
Chinese  Peoples  Republic  is 
inevitable  and  necessary  as  “our 
posture  in  East  Asia  is  reduced 
and  redefined  and  a new  power 
confrontation  begins  to  take 
shape.” 

Referring  to  President  Nixon’s 
proposed  visit  to  Peking, 
Scalapino  said: 

“No  doubt  every  president 
wants  one  spectacular  diplomatic 
moon-shot  to  his  credit,  despite 
the  fact  that  such  ventures 
frequently  appear  to  promise 


more  than  they  can  deliver.” 

HE  SAID  that  the  new 
directions  signalled  for  U.S.  policy 
have  their  roots  in  a combination 
of  realism  and  political 
sophistication  regarding  the 
nature  of  the  current  world. 

“Unfortunately,  the  political 
style  surrounding  the  policy 
shift— and  especially  the  projected 
Nixon  trip  — was  exceedingly 
clumsy  and  hence 
costly  — especially  to 
American-Japanese  relations,”  he 
said. 


Indian  artificats  donated 
to  BYU  by  Ogden  woman 


A collection  of  65  mounted 
Indian  arrowheads,  tomahawk 
blades,  and  spearheads  has  been 
given  to  BYU  by  Mrs.  Joseph 
Thorpe  of  Ogden. 

The  Indian  artifacts  were  found 
near  Malad  City,  Idaho,  35  years 
ago  by  Mrs.  Thorpe’s  husband 
while  he  was  plowing  on  his  farm. 
Mrs.  Thorpe  said  her  husband  hit 
something  that  sounded  like  glass, 
stopped  his  plow,  and  discovered 
the  objects  about  eight  inches 
below  the  surface. 

Several  different  types  of  stone, 
including  black  flint  and  obsidian, 
are  represented  in  the  collection. 
Three  of  the  arrowheads  were 
chipped  from  a perfectly  clear 

Amtrak  asks 
for  $170  million 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - In 
business  only  five  months,  the 
government’s  new  national 
railroad  passenger  corporation 
wants  Congress  to  put  up  an  extra 
$170  million  to  keep  the  trains 
moving  for  another  year, 
government  sources  said  this 
week. 

Known  as  Amtrak,  the 
quasi-public  corporation  officially 
took  over  the  nation’s  shrinking 
rail  passenger  network  May  1, 
with  predictions  from 
Transportation  Secretary  John  A. 
Volpe  that  it  would  be  able  to 
show  a profit  “within  three 
years.” 

The  sources  said  Amtrak  told 
the  Transportation  Department  it 
could  use  as  much  as  $500  million 
in  additional  funds. 

However,  the  request  was  scaled 
down  to  $170  million  and  sent  to 
the  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget,  where  it  could  be  cut 
again. 

Congress  set  up  Amtrak  with  a 
$140  million  grant  and  a $100 
million  loan  guarantee.  Critics 
argued  at  the  time  that  the  new 
corporation  wa^  grossly 
underfinanced. 

Under  the  program,  the  new 
corporation  took  over  the 
operation  of  the  nation’s  railroad 
passenger  trains.  More  than 
one-half  of  the  nation’s  285 
passenger  trains  were  dropped  in 
an  effort  to  put  the  passenger 
train  business  on  a profit-making 
basis.

The  arrowheads  vary  in  size,  but 
most  are  about  one  inch  wide 
and  fromthree  to  five  inches  long. 
The  spearheads  are  about  two 
inches  or  more  wide  and  from 
four  to  eight  inches  long.  The 
tomahawk  heads  are  oval-shaped 
and  about  four  by  six  inches. 

“This  is  a beautiful  collection, 
and  will  make  a fine  addition  to 
our  museum  of  archaeological 
artifacts,”  said  Joseph  T.  Bentley, 
treasurer  of  the  BYU  New  World 
Archaeological  Foundation,  who 
accepted  the  collection  from  Mrs. 
Thorpe  for  the  University. 

Mrs.  Thorpe  said  she  gave  the 
collection  to  BYU  because  she  has 
grandchildren  attending  the 
school.  She  attended  Brigham 
Young  Academy  in  Logan.

Bicycles  are  becoming  hazard 


Bicycles  are  becoming  a real 
hazard  on  campus,  according  to 
BYU  Security  Chief  Swen  Nielsen. 

Nielsen  said  the  problems  arise 
when  students  fail  to  observe  the 
basic  safety  regulations  of  the 
university. 

The  primary  problem  is 
students  who  persist  in  riding 
their  bikes  on  the  campus  walks 
during  class  changes  reported 
Nielsen. 

He  stressed  that  if  it  continues, 
students  will  be  injured. 


The  pamphlet  issued  by  the 
university  on  bike  regulations 
states  that  between  7 a.m.  and  6 
p.m.  bikes  may  be  ridden  on 
walks  except  during  class  breaks. 

It  also  states  that  it  is  illegal  to 
park  biles  anywhere  except  bike 
racks.  Lt.  Robert  Kelshaw  of  BYU 
security  warned  bikes  parked 
anywhere  but  in  the  racks  face 
having  chains  cut  and  being 
inpounded. 

Also  any  bicycle  that  is  not 
registered  with  Security  may  be 


impounded  according  to  the 
booklet. 

Chief  Nielsen  admits  that  it  is 
hard  to  enforce  the  bike 
regulations  since  Security  just 
doesn’t  have  enough  manpower. 
He  hopes  that  the  students 
themselves  will  act  as  the 
enforcement. 

Talking  about  the  students  who 
persist  in  riding  their  bikes  at  class 
breaks  he  said,  “Just  from  a safety 
stand-point  they’ve  got  to  knock 
it  off.”

LEM  to  double  as  science  observatory 


CAPE  KENNEDY  (UPI)  -One 
of  the  many  missions  under  study 
as  possible  follow-up  to  the 
Apollo  moon  landing  program  is  a 
manned  lunar  orbital  mapping 
flight  using  a landing  module  as  a 
science  observatory. 

Astronauts  would  circle  the 
moon  in  a north-south  polar  orbit 
for  six  to  nine  days  in  a command 
ship  and  then  leave  the  lunar 
module  in  orbit  to  carry  out 
automated  observation  of  the 
moon  for  another  three  weeks. 

A SPACE  agency  spokesman  said 
the  idea  is  one  of  a number  being 
looked  at  as  ways  to  use  surplus 
Apollo  spacecraft  rockets  if  funds^ 
become  available  to  close  the  gap 
in  manned  spaceflight  in  the 
1974-76  period. 

Also  under  study  is  a lunar 
orbital  mission  using  an  Apollo- 
command  ship  only. 
Consideration  also  is  being  given 
to  flights  of  command  ships  in 
earth  orbit,  the  launch  of  a second 
Skylab  space  station  and  the 
rendezvous  and  docking  of 
Apollos  and  a Skylab  to  a Soviet 
spacecraft. 

THE  NATIONALAeronautics  and 


Space  Administration  NASA 
hopes  to  reach  some  conclusions 
on  such  stop-gap  manned 
spaceflights  before  the  end  of  this 
year  so  financing  can  be  included 
in  the  budget  request  for  the  next 
fiscal  year. 

As  it  now  stands,  the  moon 
landing  flight  of  Apollo  17  in 
December,  1972,  will  be  the  final 
mission  in  America’s  manned 
lunar  exploration  program.  Apollo 
16  is  scheduled  for  next  March. 


After  Apollo  17,  NASA’s 
emphasis  will  switch  to  earth  orbit 
and  the  launch  of  Skylab  in  April 
1973.  Nine  astronauts  flying  three 
different  missions  will  occupy  the 
apce  station  for  a total  of  five 
months  over  an  eight-month 
period. 


THE  U.S.  man-m-space  program 
now  is  scheduled  to  end  at  the 
close  of  December,  1973.  The 
next  manned  project  is  the  space 
shuttle  still  in  the  preliminary 
design  phase.  It  could  fly  in  1978. 

The  idea  of  a non-landing 


Apollo  lunar  orbital  flight 
received  impetus  after  the  hi^y 
successful  Apollo  15  landing 
mission.  Apollo  15’s  command 
ship  carried  mapping  cameras  and 
radiation  sensors  to  study  the 
lunar  surface  from  orbit.

Medical  finding  hailed 


ATLANTA  (UPI)  -Two 
renowned  cardiology  specialists 
hail  a new  drug  and  an  advanced 
surgical  procedure  now  widely 
used  in  the  treatment  of  heart 
disease  as  more  important  to 
mankind  than  putting  astronauts 
on  the  moon. 

The  drug,  described  as  a beta 
adrengeric  blocker,  and  coronary 
artery  bypass  surgery  are  fairly 
recent  additions  to  medical 
technology,  resulting  in  the  saving 
of  thousands  of  lives,  according  to 
heart  specialists  attending  a recent 
meeting  of  the  Georgia  Heart 
Association. 

The  significance  of  the  two 
advances  in  the  treatment  of  heart 
ailments  was  described  by  Dr. 
Edmund  H.  Sonnenblick, 
associate  professor  at  the  Harvard 
School  of  Medicine  and  director 
of  -cardiovascular  research  at  the 
Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital  in 
Boston,  Mass.;  and  Dr.  William 
Likoff,  clinical  professor  of 
medicine  at  the  Hahnemann 
Medical  College  and  hospital  at 
Philadelphia. 

Sonnenblick  termed  the  two 
developments  as  “more  important 
than  putting  a man  on  the  moon.” 

“Nothing  could  be  done.” 

“We  used  to  just  watch  heart 
patients  die,”  he  said.
